claim 2 under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) over Brettell; and claims 3-6, 12-14, 23, 27 and 29 under 35 
U.S.C. §103(a) over Brettell in view of JP-A-6246777 to Suzuki et al. (hereinafter "Suzuki"). 
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Applicants 1 representative argued that Brettell and Suzuki fail to read on independent 
claims 1, 3, 28 and 30 for at least the reason that Brettell and Suzuki fail to disclose a sheet- 
shaped insert having an upper edge and a lower edge, and the upper edge is below the upper 
opening of the cylindrical molded body.
